one road is able to dispense with 90,000 
meén whom Government Administration 
found necessary, Also’ it is true that 
thé operating forces of all the railways 
were reduced by 802,068 during the 
first haif of 1921; and that net earn-' 
ings are mounting faster in the latér 
months, since the reduced wage-scale 
and the reduced working forces became 
operative together. Nevertheless there 
is room for Mr; -MiyEr’s estimate 
that prosperity for the railways might 
reduce’ unemployment by more than 
the number of men they had been 
compelled to discharge.
